Solano County

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Electric Lines 


It is a strange coincidence that after Solano County 
should have waited so many years for the electric 
lines, without which a county never really develops 
properly. TWO GREAT ELECTRIC LINES 
should commence building through the county at the 
same time. The VALLEJO NORTHERN, which 
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is practically only another name for the NORTH- 
ERN ELECTRIC and the OAKLAND AND 
ANTIOCH ELECTRIC both started building their 
respective road beds through Solano County at the 
same time; both roads are to connect San Francisco 
and Oakland with Sacramento; both roads are build- 
ing through the fertile acres of Solano County, one, 
the Northern Electric, on the western side of the 
county and the other, the Oakland and Antioch, to 
the east.

Location 


The first divisions of the Colony commence a little 
over two miles north of the prosperous town of Vaca- 
ville. ‘The tract has a frontage on a good county 
road leading direct to Vacaville, and the Southern 
Pacific Railroad runs through the land to the east. 
As before stated, the survey for the new electric 
line passes close by the property to the west, and 
we fully believe that within a few months we will 
have the pleasure of announcing that the electric cars 
are running to Vacaville and past our land. The 
town of Winters lies about six miles to the north; 
the town of Elmira about five miles to the southeast; 
Sacramento is approximately 45 miles to the north- 
east, and the great markets of San Francisco, Oak- 
land, Berkeley, Alameda, Richmond and the other 
Bay towns lie about 49 miles to the south. ‘The land, 
therefore, lies, as will readily be seen, IN THE 
CENTER of the markets.

Topography of Land 


Practically the entire tract lies level: there are here 
and there gentle elevations, just enough to make drain- 
age perfect. Most of the land lies level enough 
for alfalfa and other crops requiring irrigation. [here 











is a diversity of surface to suit practically every taste. 
None of the land is subject to overflow and it has 
a good elevation, and for that reason is free from 
Malarial Fevers.

Climate 


Ask any resident of California about the climate 
of Vacaville. He will tell you the climate of this 
section leaves little to be desired. With the hills 
guarding the crops from the north winds on 
the north and from the winds from the Bay 
of San Francisco on the south, it is no wonder 
this favored section produces the crops it does. It is 
this protection that makes possible the early crops, as 
frost. is little known and is not severe when it does 
come. A glance at the relief map of California will 
readily show you why the climate of the Vacaville 
section is so good, and how well it is protected by 


the hills of the Coast Range. 
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Soil 


The wise farmer carefully investigates the quality, 
depth and ingredients of the soil he intends buying. 
This is a feature we ourselves pay the most attention 
to; we have made a study of the many soils to be 
found in California, and without ostentation we can 
say it is mighty hard to fool us on soils. The soil 
on this new tract we can recommend to our clients 
in strong terms. It can be described as a sandy loam 
mixed with a proportion of sediment; it is a loose, 
friable soil and works freely and easily. We recom- 
mend the soil as one especially adapted to orchard 
raising and alfalfa raising also. We believe that 
it would be hard to find a more suitable soil for 


the raising of Almonds, Apricots, Cherries and the 
like. 





The grape industry is followed with good success in the 
Vacaville section; great areas are planted to all of the 
varieties of the grape and the prices paid for Vacaville 
grapes are very high. 


Rainfall 


The rainfall in this section is ample for all pur- 
poses; the average rainfall is about 25 inches for 
the season. [he rains come, in common with other 
sections located as close to the Bay, mostly during 
the months of January, February and March. ‘The 
section generally comes in for the very early rains, 
thus allowing the plowing of the ground far earlier 
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than many other less fortunately placed sections of 
California. 


Crops 


There is such a diversity of crops raised in this sec- 
tion that we hardly know where to begin to enumerate 
them. The section is situated so well for the raising 
of citrus and deciduous fruits, and fruit raising is 
conducted on such a huge scale in the section that to 
specify them would take too much room. The country 
around Vacaville has been a proven fruit belt for 
many years; the earliest fruits again and again have 
come from the Vacaville section, and more and more 
land has been set out to fruit each season. To give 
the reader some idea of the adaptability of the dis- 
trict we will enumerate a few of the fruits to be found 
in the Vacaville section, viz.: Oranges, Pears, Cher-

sight of flowering orchards stretched out for miles 
and miles is one that will well reward any one making

Then, of course, orchards are only one if the prin- 
cipal products raised; the alfalfa fields stretch here 
and there among the orchards and vast crops of this 
wonderful feed are harvested every year around 
Vacaville.

Water Facilities 


The water in the only well we have so far 
had on the Colony comes within about JI wenty-two 
feet of the surface; the water in this well we have 
tasted personally and we find it of a good quality. 
The wells in the neighborhood average about Forty 
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feet in depth, and we consider, and always have 
considered, this section is well favored in that great 
depths have not to be pierced to get sufficient water. 

A large amount of irrigating is done in the sec- 
tion where Alfalfa is being raised, and all of this 
irrigating is done from wells. There is a project on 
foot now to bring an irrigating canal from the north- 
ern portion of the county to the southern portion. 
The new syndicate which has bought up so much land 
in the portion of Solano County adjacent to Suisun 
and Fairfield have announced plans of bringing an 
irrigating ditch through the county and have already 
filed on the water rights for same. At the present 
time, however, the irrigating is being done from wells 
and one glance at the district will satisfy you that the 
present system of irrigating from wells has had won- 
derful results. 

The system of irrigating from wells has undoubt- 
edly many advantages over the canal system, among 
which may be mentioned the independence we have 
already spoken of.
